Be­ 
cause of this falling off in income, lr 
must necessarily ■ reduce Its operating 
expenses in proportion by giving a 
cheaper rate of service, thus becoming 
a second-grade building. 
In spite of all that can be done t 
reduce operating costs, the everin­ 
creasing extent of rep aire and replace­ 
ments necessary in an -old building 
continued in Existence it soon becomes 
u nonproducer and is likely to be op­ 
erated at a loss.

Period two necessarily ends with 
the life of the building, which occurs 
when obsolescence has progressed 
far that the building Is torn down ti* 
I c replaced by a new structure. Many
